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Continuation of 13. Other: The previous rejections still stand andwith regard to Applicant's argument that Fiedler fails to show creating 
an encryption key using data that is part public and part private where only the public portion of the data that is used to create the key is 
appended with the coded file, such that only the host device that encrypted the file can decrypt the file because it is the only one that has 
the private portion of the data used to generate the encryption key, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Fiedler discloses combining the 
constant value which is stated to be in cleartext and the secret E-Key Seed which is stated to be secret to form an encryption key (4:29- 
39). Only the public constant value is transmitted with the encrypted file (5:37-46). Applicant points to column 6, lines 6-13 to say that the 
Examiner has contradicted herself, however, the citation merely points out that the E-Key Seed ID is part of the public constant value, not 
the secret E-Key Seed itself. Therefore, the Examiner has not contradicted herself since even though the recipient can look up the secret 
E-Key Seed in a shared look up table, its still private between the two recipients and the outside world which would stll constitute a "private 
portion". 
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
